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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on May 1 , 2006, has been entered and acknowledged by 
the Examiner. 

Claims 2-12 are pending in the instant application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 2-12, claims 2-12 are rejected due to the indefiniteness of the 
equations in claims 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, and 10. Specifically, the equations in claims 2, 3, 4, 
6, 7, 9, and 10 contain a natural log of "U", where U is given in mm. Since natural log is 
a power function, U must be unitless in order to be proper. The Examiner suggests 
replacing "ln(U)" in the equations with "ln(U/(1mm))" to make the equations proper. 
Additionally, in the equation of claim 7, the expression: "(Rh*Rv*Ro)/U*Tc" appears as 
the center of the inequality. The Examiner believes this expression to be in error since 
the expression would have units of mm" 2 . As in the other equations, it appears that this 
expression should read: "(Rh*Rv*Ro/U)*Tc"; this makes the expression unitless. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed May 1 , 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the natural log function is not unitless and that Applicant's 
claims are not be limited to a particular unit. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The natural log function is a power function 
wherein ln(U)=e u where e is unitless constant. As reflected by the above rejection of the 
claims, U should be divided by the unit length 1 mm in order to make the claims proper 
and definite.
